The Dallas Times Herald, in which this article appeared, was already on 
the Newsstands and in the homes on the morning that Jack Ruby murdered 
Lee Harvey Oswald. This is the only time that any official has ever admitted 
in print that any other bullet was found, other fhan the one found at Parkland 
Hospital, and I feel dead certain that Parkland Hospital is more than 100 yds. 
away from Dealy Plaza and is not located there . . Yet! 

It took me almost seven years of searching to find this admission which was 
printed two days after President Kennedy was killed, and before the Official 
“Big Lie “ that the bullet which was found at Parkland Hospital was the one 
and only. This article escaped general notice by having been placed among 
an almost full page of ads.

One of the thousands of puz- 
zles about * the assassination of 
President Kennedy in Dallas is 
why the assassin waited so long 
to fire after the President’s limou- 
sine came into view. 

Viewing the parade route from 
the vantage point used by the as- 
sassin, both newsmen and police 
officers wondered why the sniper 
had passed up a shot at the Presi- 
dent when his car was directly be- 
low the seven-story huilding where 
he lay in wait. 

Instead of firing at the time 
when the President would have 
been closest to him, the assassin 
waited until his limousine was an 
estimated 100 yards past the build- 
ing and almost to the triple under- 
pass, according to the accounts o) 
eye witnesses. 

Dallas Police Lt. J. C. Day o 
the crime lab estimated the dis 
tance from the sixth-floor cornel 
window the slayer used to the 
spot where one of the bullets wa; 
recovered at 100 yards. He addc( 
that it could .be more. Anothe 
Dallas policeman estimated th« 
distance at 12j yards. 

Regardless of what the exact dis 
tance might be, the shot wouli 
have been a difficult one for any 
one but an expert marksman, oi 
ficers said.
